For behind the 
barricades and armed guards the 
tempers of the delegates have been 
particularly in regard to 


for some serious future schisms 
have no doubt been laid. 

Just as the angry divisions of 
the. Democratic Party delegates 
are representative of the mocd of 
much of the country, so are the 
violent youth demonstrations and 
the often savage reprisals of the 
Chicago police indicative of the tor- 
anent that plagues the nation. The 
dilemma of the Democratic dele- 
gates is in no way lessened by the 
consensus of the popular polls that 


~-while Vice-President Humphrey ap- 
pears most likely, t6 win the nomi- 


nation he is given a poor chance of 
Gefeating Republican Mr. Nixon in 
the final presidential race. 

While beyond the convention 
hall the police have no doubt been 
subjected to intolerable provocation 
by. thousands of demonstrators, 
many of whom apparently have 
converged on the city solely for the 


purpose of creating disorder, the 


police reaction suggests an element 
of hysteria when bystanders and 
working press reporters are clubbed 
and manhandled for no apparent 
reason. The local riots that marred 
Miami during the Republican con- 
vention two weeks ago were racial 
protests; the current marches and 
battles in Chicago are ideological 
and peace demonstrations staged 
largely by a. floating population of 
so-called hippies and yippies. But 


while platform speakers ahd street’ 


mobs both profess their dedication 
to the concept and cause of peace, 


there is little of it either at home 


or abroad. 


The United States faces prob- 
lems in the coming election contest 
‘which dwarf the difficulties of 
miost elections. A deep and angry 


emotionalism overlays many of the 


issues—a token alike of the division 
within the nation and the sorry 
doubts and fears that tend to nullify 
American influence in the world 
today. 


In this period of quandary and 
frustration, the people appear ready 
to turn to a more rightist solution 


— a toning down of some of the 


recent liberal tendencies in favor . 


ofa and humanitarian re- 
gression of unknown extent. This 
predictably will arouse still more 
protest and agitation among the 
colored, the needy, the young. It 


will require statesmanship of the 


highest order in a president to 
master the problems in store for the 
country. Election is, of course, a 
high honor, but it takes =A heavy 
toll. 


He Bombed Out 


PRESIDENT CHARLES DE 

Gaulle has seldom seemed more 
loftily out of step with the world 
beneath him than he did last week 
when France exploded its first 
hydrogen bomb. After the test was 
completed in the South Pacific, Gen- 
eral de Gaulle declared it was a 
“magnificent scientific, technical 
and industrial success carried out 
for the independence and security 
of France by an elite of .its chil- 
dren.” -If he was expecting the 
world to greet his announcement 
with hosannas, -the silence must 
havé been deafening. In a- week 
when some of the harsh realities of 
big power politics were made bru- 
tally apparent, his timing could not 
have been worse. 


If there was any. universal reac- 
tion to the French achievement, it 
was probably a tightening in the pit 
of the stomach. Confronted by the 
Czechoslovakian crisis and all its 
potential perils, few could firid cheer 
except perhaps the aging general 
himself. There was little indication 


that his countrymen were over- 
joyed. Many protested that the vast 
sums of money spent on developing 
the bomb would have been better 
used to cure some of the ills 
plaguing the nation*‘at home. In- 
stead it went into building a ques- 
tionable monument to the’ presi- 
dent, whose lonely vision of gran- 
deur had made it almost an obses- 
sion. 

So@ now there are five members 
of the misnamed nuclear ‘“club”— 
Russia, the United States, Britain, 
China and France. Who'll be next? 
Each new membership in the group 
adds to the change of a nuclear holo- 
caust, either by accident or design. 
And Czechoslovakia has emphasized 
another truth about nuclear weap- 
ons that gives little tause for hope: 
under. the implied threat of nuclear 
war a nation possessing the bomb 
can impose its will on another while 
everyone else is forced to look on 


helplessly. The fact that nuclear 


war is. unthinkable makes nuclear 
blackmail all the more attractive to 
unscrupulous governments.

UN sources regard the fact of the 
questions as a “minor breakthrough,” 
opening .up for the first time the 
possibility of a negotiation on the 
substance of long-standing Arab-Israel 
issues, including the terms of an Israeli 
withdrawal from territory captured in 
the 1967 war. 

It means, according to UN analysts, 
that Western entreaties and Egypt's 
recent hints of willingness to com- 


- promise have lured Israel away from 


firm insistence on direct negotiations. 
The Israeli queries are taken to imply 

a willingness to deal indirectly through 

Jarring, at least in preliminary stages. 


The UN mediator has been trying 
since last November to get a meaningful 
negotiation under way. He has been hung 
up on the question of whether the 
dealings would be face-to-face or not. 
Israel previously has insisted that they 
be direct. The Arabs have refused. 

Nasser first hinted at willingness to 
make sweeping concessions to Israel in 
private talks last spring with two 
unofficial American visitors to Cairo: 
John J. McCioy, former high commis- 
sioner to Germany, emd Robert B. 
Anderson, former secretary of the 
Outline to Jarring 

Later the Egyptian president is known 
to have .outlined his modified terms 
orally to Jarring. 

George W, Ball, new United States 
delegate to the UN, discussed them with 
Israeli officials last month in Jerusalem 
and urged that they be explored, if 
necessary without insistence on face-to- 
face discussion, 

Nasser’s newest stand includes these 
key elements: 

1. Willingness, following an Israeli 
troop withdrawal, to see the Sinai 
peninsula, inching the entrance to the 
Gulf of Aqaba, demilitarized and 
patrolled, once again, by a UN force, as 
it was from 1957-1967. 

At least a token area of Israel would 
also be demilitarized and patrolled. 

2. Willingness to permit Israeli

_ the Suez Canal. 


3. Willingness to see the more than 
1,000,000 Palestine’ refugees from ‘the 
1948 Arab-Israel war recompensed for 
lost property, in many cases, rather than 
‘repatriated to what is now Israel. 

4. Willingness to accept Israel as a 
permanent, de facto entity, rather than 
seek drive her into the sea. This 
would not, however, involve formal 

All this, Nasser has said privately, 
could be set down in a written 
agreement of some kind and formalized 
by the UN, though it would not be 
incorporated in a peace treaty. 

Israel has tended to be skeptical of 
Nasser’s private overtures, looking’ upon 
them as propaganda designed to portray 
the U.A.R. in a favorable light before 
World opinion. In. Israel's eyes, such. 
propaganda merely masks war prepar- 
ations, 

_ Now, however, Jerusalem apparently 
has begun ‘to acquiesce in pleas from 
the United States and others that she at 
least explore the opportunity and find out 
if it is serious. 

Israel’s air raid oni the Jordanian 
Village of Salt Aug. 4, in reprisal for 
repeated Arab terrorist incursions, is 
regarded here as a diversion from the 
main thrust of Mideast diplomacy. 

UN devate in the wake of the incident 
has been focussed on ventilating 
passions, ‘calming them, and getting the 
Jarring peace mission back on the fails.

A Real White Backlash’ This Time 


T is too bad that H. L. Mencken is no 
longer around to chronicle this rancid 
rally. Folly, and fiddling-while-Rome- 
burns, comic self-importance and cos- 
- mic self-destruc 
tiveness are al) 
so much in evidence 
that the late sage of 
Baltimore would have 
had a field day., Yet 
this Democratic con- 
vention bids fair to be 
different from any of 
those that. Mencken 
covered, with the sole 
exception of the long- 


ago. Ry in Chicago’ that . nominated 
iklin D. Roosevelt in 1932. Then, 


one era in American politics came to an_ 


end. Now, the era that -Roosevelt in 
augurated also seems to be ending. 


This reporter, who went to work in 


the summer of FDR's first election year, 


may perhaps be prejudiced, because the 
political era that. began in 1932 is the 
only era he.has known. To him, at any 
rate, it seems to have been a good era, 
when great tests were passed with great 
boldness by the United States. 


was. also an era when the 
sascsenme party was continuously 
predominant.. There were the eight 
Eisenhower years, to be sure. But in 
those years, Lyndon B. Johnson was 
majority leader of the Senate for most of 
the time. Except in fiscal matters, the 
ideas of the Truman administration were 
generally accepted by the Eisenhower 
policymakers and whatever else it may 
have been, the Eisenhower administra- 
tion was not illiberal. 

The stench of an era's threatened end 
hangs over: this ‘convention, precisely 
because we are now so likely to have the 
first Hiberal American government in 
thé nation’s history. This is not because 
Richard M. Nixon himself is an illiberal 
or wicked or sinister man, either. He is 
merely an intensely political man, who is 


just about certain to respond to the ‘ 


dominant political forces of the time.

Can a Law Make You 


Love Thy 


Neighbor? 


By ART STOTT 


Several years ego, when this community 
demonstrated a widespread discrimination 
against our residents of Chinese origin, 
watched a sad little:drama_ 5 
in our neighborhood. A 
man who had purchased a 
high-priced waterfront lot, 
presumahiy on speculation, 
found it somewhat difficult 
to unload. Nobody appar- 
ently wanted to meet his 
price. 

To stimulate action, he 
brought ‘around three or 
four Chinese market gar- 
deners in their working 
clothes to inspect the property in the role of 
prospective purchasers. 

The device was effective. A neighbor bought 
the lot and we felt the sale had been executed 
speedily because the neighbor sought . to 
preserve. the all-white character of the 
locality. The cost of prejudice, we thought, ran 
high,

The incident sticks in my memory, and 
becomes even more melancholy as the years 
pass. Because so many of our people of 
Chinese origin have demonstrated their good 
citizenship and so unobtrusively been assimil 
ated into our society, it seems almost 
inconceivable to me that anyone would object 


Still, when I feel.an inclination to condemn 
the bigotry of recism, I recall ‘that sale and 
remind myself that the neighbor who made the 
purchase was to us a kindly, decent person, 
probably concerned with maintaining property 
values, 

I am also persuatied thaf people in my 

jon ax ease an expansive tolerance because 
Jthey/ have never been exposed to some of the 
si able aspects of racial problems. 
We're all for minority rights because no 
minority has every impinged on our enjoyment 
of living. Who, in this town, objects to the 
Patagonians, whom we've never seén, let alone 
met in competition for jobs or housing? 

The issue of discrimination has been raised 
here again recently by a university professor 
who has reported the embarrassment and 
difficulty some of his colleagues of another 
ethnic group experienced in finding accommmo- 
dation. And the almost automatic suggestion 
has béen advanced that we shoukd hate a non- 
disctiminatory housing’ law. This may be a 
development of the future. 

Such laws have been deemed necessary in 


certain parts of the United States and 
elsewhere in the struggle to emancipate 
minorities from environments which impede 
their growth and attainment of dignity. The 
experience of Victoria with its citizens of 
Chinese’ origin suggest that evolution is a 
better solution to the problem than legislation, 
but evolution takes time: 

There is, moreover, a certain disability in 
legislation as far as landlords are concerned. 
As I understand the open housing laws, they 


+ permit an owner to rent or refuse to rent to a 


white person, depending on the impression the 
prospective tenant makes upon him, of the 
record the applicant for accommodation brings 
with him. But if, for any of a number of 
reasams, he rejects an applicant whose skin is 
a different color, he is branded with discri- 
mination. 
+ * * * 

The argument can be raised, of course, that 
@ person renting a house would be adequately 
protected against undesirable tenants no 
matter what their origin. If an occupant kicked. 
the house apart, let the weeds flourish in the- 
garden or so conducted himself that he was a 
nuisance t) his neighbors, then eviction 
Proceedings might be taken. But if the 
occupant happened not to be white, Angio- 
Saxon Protestant—or a reasonable facsimile 
thereof—doubts might arise over an owner's 
eviction decision. If the tenant had been “one

At all events, a law would not be enough. If 
a tenant is to live a. reasonable life, he has to 
enjoy a willing acceptability in his envirén 
ment.

equilidrium of continuous 
growth and decay; stars and 
galaxiés dying and others 
coming into being to take 
their place.

~Aussie 
Navy 
Troubled

MELBOURNE (CP) — 
The navy is charged with 
protecting. much of -Aus- 
tralia’s 12,446 miles of 
coastline, but at its present 
strength, a Labor opposi- 
tion member of Parliament 
charged recently, it could 
not even apprehend a Chi- 
nese sampan fishing on the 
Barrier Reef. 

The MP made the quip dur- 
ing an uproar in Parliafnent 
over the case of the talkative 
admiral, A few. days earlier 
the flag officer .commanding 
the Australian Fleet, Rear-Ad- 
miral Gordon Crabb, shocked 
the government by telling re- 
porters and distinguished 
guests aboard the missile de- 
stroyer Perth that the navy is 
below strength. 

Australia is buying three of 
the Perth-type destroyers 
from the United States, but 
three is not a viable force, 
admiral said. The navy 
needed four, but for financial 
reasons it had been told it 
could have only three. There 
also was a serious shortage of 
men which could -only be 
made up by a much wider 
draft. 

And, the admiral said, -the 
navy is likely to be landed 
with the job of fisheries pro- 
tection service on the north- 
ern coastline but would need 
at least 20 more~patrol boats 
to do the job. It had little 
chance of getting them. 

The admiral’s statement 
came at an indelicate time for 
the governmerit because the 
nationalistic pride of Aussies 
had been roused. : 

The cause was an 8,000-ton 
Russian trawler named the 
Van Gogh which has been

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Injection 
Offers 
New Hope

MONTREAL ~~ (CP) Dr. | 
Cecil Harris, a hemotologist at 


says there are more than 2,000 
eases of hemophilia (blood dis- 
order) in Canada and if “you| 
multiply that number by the 
amount of times each patient 
must come to a hospital for 
treatment, the figure is stag-| 
gering.” | 

In an interview Monday, Dr.| 
Harris said he has one patient 
who has been admitted to hospi-| 
tal’ for treatment on 105 sep- 
arate occasions. “That's a lot of 
treatment and chances are he'll 
have. to cofmté in many. more 
times.”” 

Dr. Harris’ wife said: 

“Many people don't realize 
how difficult it is for a hemophi- 
liac to gain employment.” 

Mrs. Harris is actively en- 
gaged in duties surrounding the 
fifth congress of the World Fed- 
eration of Hemophilia which 
began here Aug. 22 and ends 
Thursday. 

“Most employers’ hesitate to 
hire a hemophiliac,”” said Mrs 
Harris, ‘‘although now, with the} 
cryoprecipitate injections avail-| 
able, they can in many in- 
stances lead almost normal} 
lives.” 

ALLOWS OPERATIONS 

Cryoprecipitate is a concen- 
trated form of plasma, discov- 
ered by Dr. Judith Pool of Palo 
Alto, Calif., which, because of 
its coagulating. principle, en- 
ables doctors to perform sur- 
gery on hemophiliacs. Patients 
can also take the injections as 
needed on a prophylactic basis 
to prevent internal and often 
spontaneous bleeding and to re- 
duce the severity of externally- 
inflicted wounds. 

Hemophilia is a congenital] 
disease transmitted by a female 
carrier usually to a male, The 
patient lacks one vital protein, 
often referred to as Factor VIII 
or Factor IX, that is normally 
needed for coagulation of the 
blood. 

Cryoprecipitate contains the 
missing factor and is found in 
formal blood donors although in 
relatively smal proportions. 

Dr. Robert Gourdeau, of the 
Montreal's Children’s Hospital 
said a non-emergency operation 
was performed here recently on 
a 16-year-old hemophiliac boy 
using cryoprecipitate and had 
been extremely successful. Be- 
fore Dr. Pool’s discovery, elec- 
tive surgery would never have 
been -attempted as large vol- 
ume of blood would have to be 
transfused to the patient and 
the strain on the heart resulting 


from.‘‘the sudden flooding of| -~ 


the body” was often considered 
dangerous.

Drug Stores | 
Get Warning 
On Aspirin 


OTTAWA (CP) — New feder- 
al drug regulations are being in- 
troduced to require mahufactur- 
ers to warn parents of the dan- 
ger to children of overdoses of 
acetylsalicylic acid, commonly 
known as A.S.A. or aspirin. 

The food and drug directorate 
of the national health depart- 
ment has. mailed notices of the 
change to ail drug’ manufactur- 
ers. A. spokesman said the 
change likely is to become law 
later this year. 

Drug: manufacturers” are 
being given until Sept. 20 to 
comment or the proposal, which 
results from a study of acetyl- 
Balicylic acid poisoning among 
children. 

DRUGGIST NOTIFIED 

A spokesman said such. poi- 
soning causes a quarter of the 
deaths of children in Canada 
from all forms of poisoning. 

Acetylsalicylic acid normally 
is packaged in tablets of five 
grains each for adults and 1% 
grains each for children. 

The proposed regulations will 
require manufacturers to label 
each package with special 
warnings when a package con- 
tairis a total of more than 30 
grains, 24 of the 1%-grain tab- 
Jets of the children's’ size. The 
warning must be to the effect 
that there is enough drug im the 
package to poison a child and 
that the drug should always be 


_gtored in a safe place out of the 


reach of chidren. 

The warning will have to be 
preceded by ‘“‘an acceptable 
symbol to emphasize such cau- 
tion or warning’’—such as a 
skull. 

The notice to manufacturers 
also said:

“Inthe case of a drug con- 
taining acetylsalicylic acid and 
formulated or recommended for 
children, each package will con- 
tain not more than 24 tablets, 
and each tablet contain not 
more than 1% grains of acetyl- 
salicylic acid, the. kabel of such 
drug will be required to carfy a 
warning to the effect that the 
drug should be kept out of the 
reach of children, and such 
warning be preceded by a “sym-

Pays Off

CALGARY (CP) — Anyone 
want an aircraft Washed? 

Mopping off planes at $10 
each was the summer project 
of nine Calgary teen-agers 
with their heads in the clouds. 

They are Girl Guide Air 
Rangers who spent last year 
in a world of weather maps, 
flight regulations and Link 
trainers. * 

In eight months they quali- 
fied in Ranger courses that 
ordinarily take two years 
complete. ‘ 

Key to their success is pert 
and practical Dorothy. Smylie, 
who took over leadership of 
the flight, or guide company, 
last fall after it had struggled 
for two years without getting 
airborne. 


With a three-year-old 
daughter to tend, Mrs. Smylie 
didn't want to spend: time to 
conduct a program unless she 
was sure of the girls’ interest 
in flying. 

She applied a simple test— 
take the girls to a local flying 
club and “Jet them wander 

“I could see they were in- 
terested in aircraft,” she said. 
USED LINK TRAINER 

A licensed pilot, Mrs.. Smy- 
lie directed the Rangers in a 
course that included such’ sub- 
jects as airways systems ‘in 
Canada, department of tran$- 
port air regulations’ and air- 
port traffic control. 

They learned how to use the 
instruments, controls and 
communication equipment. in 
a Link trainer, which simu- 
lates an aircraft's movements. 
Then each was guided through 
a supposed flight plan and air- 
port approach, and her re- 
sponses charted. 

“As an Air Ranger flight, 
we don’t nedessarily concen- 
trate on,just teaching flying,” 
Mrs. Smylie said. 

The girls assisted at a blood 
donor clinic weekly during the 
winter. 

Reundup of the year’s work 


| Was a two-day survival camp 


in the foothills west of Cal- 


| gary, “where the girls were 


left alone with improvised 
Shelters and some non-perish- 
able food. 

They spent “the weekend 
preparing to be ““‘rescued”— 
tested from the air.on their 
use of two-way radio and 
ground-to-air distress signals. 

Mrs. Smylie had no quaims 
about leaving the Rangers on 
their own responsibility for 
reaching a nearby telephone 
or adult in case of any emer- 


| gency. She started her own 
| flying’ lessons at 17; the

YOUNG PILOT HELPS 

“You can get your pilot's li- 
cence at 17%,” she said. ‘‘So 
what's to stop two 17%4-year- 
old girls from going out flying 
and having to crash-land? 
They're going to have to know 
how to survive.” 

Her assistant, Rosella 
Bjornson, js an education stu- 
dent at the University of Cal- 
gary and, at 20, the youngest 
woman in Alberta with a com- 
mercial pilot's licence.

‘Loyalist Era 


By ELIZABETH FORBES 


MORRISBURG, Ont. 
Anyone who has a drop of 


brings to life the lives of loyal 


settlers wishing. to remain 
true to the British flag — who 
crossed the United States 
border (starting in 1784) and 
fled to the British caiony to 
the north. 


Many of these people settled 
in what was later to be 
townships along the St. Law- 
rence River, from the Bay of 
Quinte to Glengarry, close to 
the Quebec border. Many had 
abandoned gracious homes 
and comfortable i 
to maintain their loyalty. 

The hardships they endured 
and the fight they .made to 
return to a way of living they 
remembered is preserved for 
all time im Upper Canada 
Village. 

Their. story ts told most 
‘ividly in a complex of three 
homesteads placed close to- 
gether along a dirt road in, 
the centre of the village. 

You see a settler’s shanty 
or single room shelter. The 
kind erected. by « families 
when they first came to 
Upper Canada. By the 1860's 
it was used as a sheep pen or 
for the pigs. 


The family moved then to a 
more substantial log house of 
several rooms and a summer 
kitchen. Fimally it too was 
abandoned. and again there 
was a move, This time to a 
fine stone house of many 
rooms. When this happened, 
the log place was turned over 
to the hired man. 


STONE HOUSE 

A stone house preserved in 
the complex was built in 1846 
and restored to the period of 
the 1860s. It is Surrounded by 
gteen lawns, flower border, 
potato and vegetable fields 
and fruit trees. Furnishings 
are rich amd gracious. There 
are carriages in the barn and 
horse stalls in the stable. 

Visual proof that pioneer 
families were able eventually 
to revive a way of life they 
had abandoned almost a cen- 
tury. before. 


Upper Canada Village was 
born in 1957 when the St_ 
Lawrence Seaway. ard its 


power projects were beginning 


to take shape. In the course of . 


the development it was found 
that eight villages along the 
river must be flooded.

Road. She hasn't taught for 
many a year, 
but she —still 
reme mbers 
the little high 
school in 
Ponoka, Al- 
berta, where 
she made her 
decision and 
carried it 
through. 

I should 
explain here 
a woman with a 


that she is 
mind of her own, She came to 
teaching by a hard route: two 


years at litthke new UBC, then 
off to try her luck in a 
profession that had no place 
for her. That was in the early 
‘twenties, when teaching posts 
were hard to come by. 

She taught where she could 
as a student on permit, and 
between stints;eompleted her 
education, It was a _ hard 
grind, but evenutally she was 
chosen from 196 applicants to 
teach grades nine to twelve in 
Ponoka at $1,200 a year. 

The small, two-teacher 
school was overcrowded, the 
curriculum .so bulging that it 
allowed no place for the Latin 
needed by Grade 12's who 
hoped to go on to university. 

Helen MacGregor, young 
and single, saw that they got 
it. She taught them Latin 
after school, and saw them 
score good passing marks.

This for two years. Then 
she married Chazles William 
Healing, and turned her atten- 
tion to home-making 

But teaching refused to give 


her up. Whenever a substitute 
was needed,. they called in- 
Mrs. Healing. 


So to the day, in 1947, when 
one of the staff—a confirmed 
spinster, Mrs. Healing recalls 

suffered what was then 
defined as a nervous break- 
down. Perhaps _ significantly, 
the lady. was overcome just 
before she was due to deal 
with reproduction as set out in 
the education department's 
health and hygeine course. 

Margaret MacGregor Heal- 
ing scanned the chapter. It

The principal's mame was 


Howard Lawson, and she looks | 


back. on him as’ a. man 
ahead of his times. He 
approved her venture. So did 
the pdrents-of her girl stu- 
dents ... she had taught most 
of them, and they trusted. her 
judgment. 

“Now,"” -she announced, 
when health4tesson time came, 
“our*next chapter deals with 
reproduction."’ 

She then snapped the text 
shut, and began to teach ,the 
truth as she had imparted it 
to her own children. 

“You could have heard a 
pin’ drop,” she say, and 
ehuckles-at the memory. 

If her principal was’ ahead 
of his times, so was Helen 
MacGregor Healing: With her 
precise teacher's -hand,. she 

“detailed male and female -sex 
organs on the blackboard. 

“Now for heaven's sake, 
whe urged, ‘call them by their 
right mames,"” 

She dealt with sexual inter- 
tourse, conception and birth. 
She gave them concise infor- 
mation about — contraceptive 
devices’ then in use,. and 
calmly discussed venereal 
disease and rape, Also, she 
answered their questions 

“T just talked. to them like a 
mother,”’ she says, ‘‘and I left 
nothing ‘out.”’ 

To each in turn, she loaned 
her copy of ‘The Stork Didn't 
Bring You.’ 

Her course” covered three 
health lesson periods. Not a 
girl who received it failed to 
thank her, And so, off and on 
for years, did their parents. 

She was a pioneer, one of a 
few teachers who saw honest 
sex education as one of 
youth's necessities and did not 
hesitate to administer it. And 
I'm not sure even today, that 
our schools have quite caught, 
up to her,

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Miniature. Tools 
For Model Makers 


By PENNY SAVER 


Being myself a. person of very little patience, I am 
always amazed at the accomplishments of my patient 
friends. I am thinking particularly of one family we know 
who make miniatures and models of every description. The 
whole family is hooked on this hobby. Even Mother will lend 
a hand with wiring a radio control or putting the finishing 
touches on a toothpick castle. Her own particular hobbies 
in¢lude cake decoration and, more recently, carving delicate 
little dolls out of wood. As I have said, the patience that goes 
into all these activities staggers my imagination. 


During a recent visit I took a peek at their workbench. It 
teemed with the tiniest tools imaginable! After a bit of 
wheedling. I talked them into telling me where these 
miniature tools could be found so I could share the knowledge 
with my hobby-loving readers. 


The miniature-dolls I mentioned are made from an old 
pattern my friend found in a magazine years ago. She put it 
away and only recently decided to give it a try. The dolls 
have jointed limbs that fit together just so, and she found she 
needed the tiniest files ever to whittlé the wood down to just 
the right size. “‘I have even used emery boards and nail files 
when the going got rough,”’ she admitted to me, ‘‘but best of 
all was a set of files the boys bought for one of their 
projects,” These files come in a soft plastic case. There are 
six in a set for $1.49. These thin files will slip into the holes to 
make them the right size for the pin that holds-the joints 
together or slip between the fingers of a tiny doll hand. 


Pint-Sized Plane Takes Razor Blades 


Balsa wood plays a big part, in many. kinds of models 
because of its light weight, but it is not the sort of. wood one 
attacks with regular tools. I noticed one of the hoys carefully 
planing down a piece of balsa and asked him what kind of 
plane he was using. It turned out to be one that uses a razor 
blade instead of an ordinary plane blade. This miniature 
plane is made all of metal and costs $2.19. 


One of the sons has an artistic bent and he is trying his 
hand at scorched-woed carvings. He decided that the best 
way to scorch the wood would be with the tiny blow-torch he 
had bought for a previous project. This intriguing device uses 
the same butane fuel that .goes into cigarette lighters. The 
blow-torch attachment fits right ‘onto the refill can. It 
includes the nozzle and the adjustment knob. The can acts as 
a handgrip as well as holding the fuel supply. The $5.95 set 
includes an initial can of fuel. 


IT was amazed to see a socket wrench set among the 
miniature tools. Surely nothing on a model would require the 
mechanical advantage of a socket wrench to get it tight! 
“But just getting hold of something that small can’ be a 
problem,” I was told, ‘and when you are squeezing a pair of 
needle-nose pliers, shutting it can be quite a trick to apply a 
decent amount of pressure without straining a muscle.” The 
eight sockets in the set begin at three-sixteenths of an inch 
and go up to seven sixteenths. The whole set comes in a 
plastic case for $7:75.

Died of Cancer on Monday 


DENVER, Colo. (AP) — Julie Cherie Rodriguez, who 
lived with a transplanted liver longer than anyone known to 
science, died of cancer Monday night at the University of 
Colorade Medica] Centre. 

“It was a blessing,” said her parents, Mr. and Mrs. John 
C. Rodriguez of Pueblo, Colo. ‘She had suffered so much, I'm 
glad God came and picked her up,” said her father. 

At 2, the pretty, wide-eyed iittle girl was too young to 
know that by surviving more than 13 months aftér the 
transplant she offered hope to uncounted victims of otherwise 
terminal liver ailments? : 

Julies’s new liver had functioned well ‘since it was 
implanted July 23, 1967. The donor was a child who had died 
of causes that left the liver undamaged. 

But cancer, which destroyed Julie’s-own liver by the time 
she was a year old, appeared elsewhere in her body. Several 
additional operations failed to curb it, and several weeks ago, 
just before the first anniversary of the transplant, the 
parents learned there was no hope.

U.S. Keeps Close Watch on Soviet Fishing.

OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) —

have joined the cold war 
game of Soviet watching with 
the appearance in the north- 
west of a vast Russian fishing 
effort, say the operation has 
become more sophisticated

Now, after nearly a dozen 
surveillance flights in co 
operation with those of federal 
agencies, they say the ships 
are fewer, but bigger and

A six-hour flight by fisheries 
biologists Gene Didonato and 
Nick Pasquale last week was 
_Probably typical. 


The plane-had dodged under 
the rain-filled clouds over 
Cape Flattery no more than 
15 minutes before the first 
Soviet. trawler was _ sighted, 
the 280-foot Pechanga. 

She was pulling her vast 
nets behind, wallowing slowly. 
Only one or two crewmen 
were visible. They watched 
the plane with little interest, 

It ,was the third. such 
fisheries flight this summer, 
and by now they may recog- 
nize the blue and white plane 
as -a regular visitor. 

Didonato and - Pasquale 
recorded the ship’s ‘position, 
activity, name and number 
for later charting, and the 
Plane flew off in search of the 
rest of the fleet. 

There were 21 ships in all, 
19 of them huge 2,500-ton 
ocean-going sterntrawlers. 


There was one small. 80-foot 
side trawler and one tender. 
type ship to which two of the 
trawlers were tied up. Most of 
them were concentrated off 
Destruction Island. 

“The ships are the same 
ones that have been here 


since this spring,” said. Pas- ~ 


quale. “We plot their positions 
and note what they’re doing. 
It helps give us an idea of 
what’ they're fishing for and 


their catches.” The fleet 
probably will leave about 
November. 


The entire character of -the 
Soviet fishing operations in 
the Pacific: Northwest has 
changed since its beginnings, 
Pasquale Said. 

“When they first showed up 
they mainly used sidetrawlers 
—small craft about 80 feet

WASHINGTON — The So- 
viet imvasion of Czechosio- 
vakia followed intensive con 
sultation in Moscow among- 
the whole Kremlin leadership, 
and was not an intrigue 
prepared by second-tier offi- 
cials and then thrust on the 
top men as an about-to-be- 
accomplished fact, U.S. offi- 
cials said. 

Challenging press reports 
that the big three—Commur 
ist party -chief Leonid IL 
Brezhnev, Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin and President Nikolai 
V. Podgorny—were . recalled 
from vacations only on inva- 
sion eve, the sources said 


they .knew that the three—and 
most others in the 12-man 
politburo—had returned : to 
Moscow by the weekend of 
Aug, 17-18. The invasion came 
the night of Aug. 20. 


What apparently happened, 
the. sources suggest, is this: 


Brezhnev, to give his policy 
a collective coloration, took 
nine other members of the 
politburo to Cierna. There 
they and the Czech leadership 


came to terms—unstable ~~ 


terms, it tumed out—on 
Prague's course. A communi- 
que came out Aug. 1. 


ACTION APPROVED 

Shortly afterwards, the pol- 
itburo's action was approved 
in the Soviet press by the 
politburo. This odd sequence 
led Kremiin-watchers to 
wonder if the approval of the 
central committee—160 ‘men— 
had not been solicited and 
denied: The committee  in- 
cludes regional and aparatus 


|. officials with power bases of 


their own; it has shown signs 
in recent years of developing 
from rubber. stamp  a- 
certain tentative life of its 
own. 

The Cierna compromise 
soon began to unravel. Some 
experts look for the reason in 
Moscow—in, perhaps, a politi- 
cal switch or deal; others look 
in Prague—in, for imstance,- 
the Czechs’ ineffective effort 
to tame their press, a particu- 
lar burr to the Russians, and 
in publication of a set of draft 
party regulations that prom- 
ised to formalize Czech liber- 
alization in the Communist 
Party Congress scheduled for 
Septemiber 


In retrospect, the announce- 
ment on Aug. 10 of joint 
command post manoeuvres of 
the . Soviet Union and its 
hardline East European allies 
is seen as a crucial step in 
invasion plans, since these 
manoeuvres allowed the dis- 
position of those forces which 
actually intervened. 


On Aug. 6 the entire top 
leadershop had gathered to 
bury Marshal Konstantin 
Rokossovsky im the Kremlin 
wall. They then dispersed for 
vacations, 


RECEIVED CALLERS 

Tt is known in Washington, 
however, that for many it was 
a working vacation, for they 
received callers who enabled 
them to follow developments 
in Czechoslovakia. During this 
time, it is believed, Hungarian 
Communist leader Janos 
Kadar visited Russia, appar 
ently he doubted the wisdom 
or need of a crackdown and 
had to be brought around. 
Just how this fits with reports 
that, on Aug. 17, he met with 
Czechoslovak leader Alex- 
ander -Dubcek is not known. 


On Aug. 16 a Friday, the 
Soviet press resumed - its 
attacks on Czechoslovakia, 
Signalling. the end of Cierna’s 
ostensible ban on - polemics. 
Pravda, for instance, detected 
on Aug. 18 a “notable intensi- 
fication in Pragye of subver- 
sive activities by anti-socialist 
forces aimed.at the Czecho- 
slovak Communist party and 
the foundations of the socialist 
system.” * 

Brezhnev, Kosygin, Pod 
gory, ideofogist Mikhail Sus- 
lov and others hai returned to 
Moscow &y Aug. 17-18. There 
are widespread reports that a 
weekend meeting on Czecho- 
Slovakia took place at the 
central committee level—but 
perhaps not involving the full 
central committee. 


IMPOSE BLACKOUT 

From Aug. 17 the Soviet 
Press imposed a blackout—not 
indicative in itself, but “inter- 
esting’”—on the doings of 
politburn members. Not until 
Ceechosiovak President Lad- 
vik Svoboda's mission to 
Moscow was announced on 
Aug. 23, was the blackout 
ended. : 


On Aug. 20, the Soviet 
Union, with its allies, invaded. 


This train of events tndi- 
cates to officials bere that the 
invasion. was a collective 
misjxigment, mot a factional 
intrigue. 

They can only guess at the 
interplay within the politburo, 
amd particularly between the 
potitburo and-central commit- 
tee, but they suspect ft was 
substantial and they fuliv 
expect that a scapegoat will 
be tssed up—after an intor- 
val designéd to protect the 
Kremlin's self-image of unity- 
and infallibility. =

Good Keepers Ripen Late 


By HILDA BEASTALL, 

Early ripening tree fruits are not good 
keepers like those ripening later. The 
rapidity with which some of the early apple 
Varieties grow makes them * 
deliciously juicy, but this ¥ 
same juiciness causes rapid 
deterioration once maturity is 
reached. 

Since the early fruits will 
not keep, the obvious remedy 
is to use them in as many 
different ways as a home- 
maker can devise. 

Being naturally sweet, 
early apples are at their best 
eaten raw since no sugar is Hilda 
then required, but it pays in more than that 
of financial] cost to experiment with using as 
little sugar as possible in preparing apple- 
Sauce for many uses. 

As a relish with meats, as a dressing 


a minimum of sweetener is needed if a little 
lemon juice is added. 

Gardeners with deep freezer units can 
try freezing their early apples: Some 
varieties are exceptionally good this way. 

Care when picking fruit, from. the tree is 
of first importance, since* bruised fruits rot 
quickly. 

Fruits which fall are usually - either 
previously damaged by’ insects or else they 
are fully matured. Either. way, they. are 
always bruised when they fall, even if not 
noticeably, so they are the ones to use first: 

Should you happen to have a variety of 
apple whose name you do not know, it might 
be useful to get it named at the Department 
of Agriculture, Douglas Block, Parliament 
Buildings, Victoria. 

They require two representative fruits, 
unpolished. 

With the name, they will also give a 
recommended picking date for the current

Low Approach Alar 
When Aircraft Hit Tree 


DUNCAN — A Canso water 
bomber which crashed Aug. 8 
killing two pilots was attacking 
a forest fire at “‘an’ alarmingly 
low level.” 

This was part of the testi- 
mony. of witness Cedric Roy 
Sworder at the inquest here 
Tuesday evening into the death 
of Thomas Chapman Swanson, 
33, of 6778 Veyaness, Victoria, 
and his co-pilot Thomas Henry 
Worley, 47, of 4190 Springridge 
Crescent, Victoria. 

Mr. Sworder said: “Halfway 
through the Canso’s last drop 
there was a loud explosion and 
heavy shock wave. 

“The end of'a wing landed on 
the side of the road and the rest 
of the aircraft crossed over the 
road _ immediately in front of us 
about 30 feet above the road.”” 

He said: “As #t passed it was 
Vibrating and shredding and 
then disappeared in. smoke. 
“STUNNED” 

“We stood fairly well stunned 
and then heard the impact. 

“We were at the scene of the 
crash in 5 minutes but the fire 
Was intense and secondary 
explosions were still going on." 

A logging manager, Mr. 
Sworder had taken shelter in his 
car and said one man took off 
down the logging road as fast as | 
he could go. } 

Mr. Sworder said: “T've been 
at a lot of forest fires but this 
plane was alarmingly low.” 

The coroner's jury returned a| 
verdict of accidental death as al 
result of the crash and fire and| 
attached blame to no one.

“This proolem is ,always. in 
one way or amother, facing 
local governments,” he said. 
“It is not so much a matter of 
dclars and cents as the 
consideration for the well 
being of the peonie. Their 
very life is involved. 

“No matter what we. do, 
somebody has to be affected. 
All we can try to do is keep 
the disruption to a minimum. 

“And I think I can say in all 
honesty, that the city staff- 
and the staff of Central. 
Mortgage end Housing, have 
tried very hard to do that.” 

CMHC, the city end the 
provincial government, are 
three-way partners in the low 
rental housing scheme which 
will eventually see 190 new 
housing units built to replace 
what was once a depressed 
area of the city. 

What does the three-way 
partmership offer the home 
owner or the renter about to 
be dispossessed by progress?

Water Worth 


| WHITEHORSE, Yukon (CP) 
— Dr. Arleigh Laycock of the 
University of Alberta’s geogra- 
|phy department said Tuesday 


\that if 10 per cent of Canada’s 
| surplus water. was exported to 
\the United States, it would 
|mean $8,000,000,000 a year to 
Canada. 

The $8,000,000,000 received 
from surplus water would be 10 
times the average wheat sales 
in Canada in the last decade, he 
said. ‘The prospects are excit- 
ing.”’ ‘ 

Laycock said that by the year 
2000, Canada will still be using 
only 2 per cent of its water 
| supply, and export sales might 
be warranted for the 
|surplus. But: many studies are 
needed and there ts insufficient 
information on which to base 
them at present, he said:
